CHICAGO, April 12.—A law which 
would make the stealing of an auto­ 
mobile, m otor car or m otor truck a 
specific felony, punishable by n o t' 
less than two years or more than 
fifteen years in the penitentiary is 
the latest rem edial legislation advo­ 
c a te d by the Chicago Crime commis-

or w ith a confederate present 
so 
arm ed, shall be held equally guilty, 
even if only one had a weapon, and 
be sentenced to the penitentiary iu- 
lnstead of the reform atory. 
T hat jurors in crim inal cases be 
m ade judges of facts only. Now ju r­ 
ies are judges of both law and facts. 
T hat 
high 
way 
robbers, 
while 
arm ed with a deadly weapon, 
or 
with a confederate so arm ed, shall 
j be punished with life im prisonm ent. 
T h at the term of im prisonm ent for 
I burglary be five to twenty-five years.

If 
com m itted at night ten to tw enty- 
I five years and if arm ed with a deadly 
weapon or by use of chloroform or 
j other drug, not less than twenty-five 
years. 
T hat all officers required to take 
bail shall exam ine thoroughly into 
the sufficiency of such bail. 
T hat persons convicted of felony 
or m isdem eanor who have been previ­ 
ously convicted of sim ilar crim e, m a y 
be adjudged habitual crim inals aud 
disfranchised.
